After detailing Conditions of the 
commissary department and its organ- 
ization for the war with Spain, General 
Eagan comes l<HM <a>tf afO aawpalgn. 
of which he mm:, 

"A ve^ sertMV frAght 1>I^ade at 
and In the neighborhood of Tampa in 
May and June, 1898, was caused by the 
ceierlty with which the troopp and 
their tttppUet Were concentrated at 
that plaeob la pl^MMMtloa for the in- 
vasion of the island of Cuba. This 
blockade was a matter of grare eon- 
cern to the subsiatenoe department, 
and it was only after the most per- 
empM^ry orders of tne commissary gen- 
eral of subsiAt<fhce tb unload the cars 
and to hire witirehottees,' If flreeesiary. 
that the offloers of the department on 
the spot wer« enabled with unflagglr.g 
seal and untiring energy to so far ex- 
tricate the department as ta permit 
tlw taklag of the Fifth amy eorpe, 
when it sailed. f|p Jupa M* * 'upply of 
rations suiDetent to last the command 
of 16,000 enlisted men for four months, 
and the Sending on June 26, 27 and J8 
of further supplies."

"It will thus be seen that all due 
diligence was used by the commissaiy 
general of subslslence in placing sub- 
pisteace stores within r^ch of the 
troops operating against Santiago. 
Upon landing in Cuba these stores of 
the etp^itlba Were subject to the or- 
ders of the general commanding, who 
was in paramount control of the mili- 
tary operations In that quarter."

Washington. Nor. 16.— The war tnx 
will not be abolished at the coming 

short session of congress. Chairman 
Diagley oC the ways add means com- 
mlttMT made this poattlta katement in 

an intervley. He continued: 

"The government will need for some 
time d(]r,tt>a'Mt4|^\i4 j^rpdaeed by the 
war taxec During tha month' ot Oc- 
tober the wai-"expen(II{ures exceeded 
the war revenue by »ome 114,000,0^^0. 
and this month they will be |10,UU0,('JU 
in excess. This being the case, there 
will be no changes at leaat this fiscal 
year. The war revenue act will con- 
tinue In force' all d unchanged, except 
perhaps in a Ihit minor administrative 
features, for at least a ye«r longer. 

"It is hardly necessary to add." con- 
tiaued Mr. DIngley. "ChM there will be 
no retlslon ot the tariS, although I 
have seen some statemeata to the ef- 
fect that such a revision Is contem- 
plated. The session la limited to three 
months," he said, "and that short per- 
iod will be mainly occupied In passing 
the at>pin^flatl(9ti biitii, ' In enacting 
new laws for the regular army and 
In deciding upon the legislation neces- 
sary for the government of Hawaii. 
In addition to these important matters 
the aktml anttber ot roatlna matters 
will arise. From the present outlook, 
the session will be well under way 
before the treaty of peace with Spain 
will be laid before the senate and the 
nitl^oatlon ot that document may not, 
be 'ii«iik>Wllahed long before tha 4th 
of lliafch arrtyes." ' 

"Will that necessitate an extra ses- 
sion?" was asked. 

"It is, of course, impossible," said 
Mr. Diagley. Vto know what wlU arUe 
betweea the lit of December and the 
4th of next March, but so far as the 
present outlook can form a basis for 
Judgment, I should say that no extra 
session will be necessary or desirable, 
unlets some new question sboulid arise. 
In the first i^Tace, we shall not know 
until thfe trftaty of peace has been rat- 
ified what new possesslonH w*' are to 
have and what legislation is necessary 
for thdm* dail orea then we will be 
la Bo posltloa to aet intelligently. I 
think that the military administration 
ought to be coatinued for at least a 
year longer. Military administration 
means the maintenance of order, the 
aa^biifhment ctf sanitary regulations, 
tae giving of assistance to those who 
may need It. It will bring order out 
of chos and afford us to determine t&a 
wisest legislation. Time always en- 
lightens, and certainly when congress 
meeU «t Its r<lgultr- itsg l ni ta Decem- 
ber of next year we will be much bet- 
ter equipped to consider the proper 
method of dealing with OUT BOWly 
acquired possesslona" 

"For my part." added Mr. DIngley, 
"I hope that th4 terrkory to be isdded 
will be aenatiUP' tMrii *U -«bsolutcly 
necessary. T realise that In some cas-« 
it may be easier to hold than it will 
be to let go, but at the same time, I 
hope that »be treaty when It is pre 
sjiated to feshate will pcWd^'Ior 
ths actjuisitiea ot a mtalaam amouut 
cCUrritory." " ' " ' . • "

— Word was 
received here that Lieutenant Herman 
''ttWel' dt'tftli United SUtes nav> 

committed suicide in the Carrollton 
hotel, at Baltimore, Md.. by shooting 
himself In the head. 

Lieutenant Dresel went to the Car- 
rollton toilet room and locked tiie docir 
behind hlni. Almotst lmiiie<lialely there- 
after a pistol shot alarmed the inmates 
of the house and a search showed that 
Dresel was dead. 

In' one of his pockets was found an 
order from Secretary Ivonj date<l Nov. 
11, detaching Dresel from the Bssex 
and ordering him to Manilla to join the 
Zaflro. A telegram addressed tb Ueu- 
tenant C. H. j^es in Washington and 
signed by Dresel, which was found on 
the dead n.an, requested Kales to ex- 
change orders with the writer, and it 
was evidenUy the iateotlon ot Dresel 
to have sent thla 

Lieukena'^t Dresel was well khown at 
the navy par olBce In the custom nouse 
here. No one oould assign any causp 
for the act. except his unwillingness to 
go to Manilla. He la described as a 
pleasant, cheerful maa with no known 
troubles. 

Dre.sel was about 40 years of ago. He 
entered th*^ navy on Sep't. 22, 1876, at 
Annapolis, having been appointed from 
Ohio. 

On MajT 4. IRt, heriNM made a lien- 
tenant. Daring the Spanlfh-Amerlcm 
war he SerVed on board the F>urltan. 
Following the war he was transferred 
to the Bpsex, and it is said the transfer 
to Manilla waa .madf on accouat of 
bis value ss an officer, which marked 
him out for continued active duty. 

The fathe- of Lleutetaant Drospl corn 
mitted suicide at ColUttbua, O., several 
i^ears sge. The holjse in which tne 
tragedy was oomialttsil haa always 
been regarded iia liaUBteA. .

They I'eallze 
that there "re no facilities for fighting 
the dread disease tmd that It will 
spread quickly If the city remains in 
the present sanitary condition. The 
people there seem to think that the 
city Is a good place to keep away from 
unless they are there oa bWtMIS Ol 
the most press ing kind."

The members of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church in all parte of tbe world are 
to be asked to ooatribute $20,000,000 for a 
"Twentieth century thank ofTering fund." 
The money will be devoted to charitable 
and edncatioaal iaatitatloaa aow mala- 
tained by the Methodist Church, and 
will be one of the gmndest contributions 
any organization has avar aadartakaa for 
the benefit of the bnman race. 

This "Twentieth century thank oflfer- 
ing" is intended to be an expression of 
the thanks of the people of the Methodist 
Cbnroh for the completion of twenty cen- 
turies of Christianity, and the proposi- 
tion to raise by voluntary contributions 
tha yaat aam of $80,000,000 la belleyed by 
the Bishops of the church to be the moat 
appropriate expreaaion possible of that 
sentlmeat. 

The invitations to Methodists to send 
in their money will probably be issued 
very soon, as the conference of the Bish- 
ops adjourned to-night. These invita- 
tions will be sent into every corner of the 
world and the advocates of the move- 
ment have no doubt tbe sum named will 
be secared. All tbe details of tbe prop- 
osition are not completed, and much 
must be done before tha full plan ia ma- 
tured. 

The task of raising so large a sum as 
S20,000,00C, seemingly impracticable, is 
by no means impoaaible, say tha Eiahops 
interested. Bishop Andrews, for instance, 
while not the most sanguine of those 
who attended the cohferenoe, ia confi- 
dent the sum raised will astonish the 
skeptics. He recalls the fact thdt as far 
back as 1862, when tbe 100th anniversary 
of the first Methodist Church in theUnited 
States wss cel^rated. a f and of $6,000,000 
was raised with eomparatita aoaa and 
dispatch. 

It is understood that a considerable 
part of tha $20,000,000 will be expended 
in Africa. "Africa,' ' said Bishop Hartzell 
to-night, "ia rapidly befaig praparrd kr 
civilization. We have a good church es- 
tablished in Liberia, with 2,000 popils. 
There ate dghty-five miasioaaitei work' 
log in that republic. We hope to greatly 
extend onr efforta in that oontlaeat."
